commission expenses. 
So 
far 
engineering 
services 
worth $334,765 have been bought 


and paid 
for. 
Direct 
expense* 
have amounted to $18,832. 
The 
biggest 
engineering 
fee 
was the $267,500 paid the J. E. 
(.reiner Co. of Baltimore. That 
company completed a survey of 
the proposed turnpike route. It 
has been hired as turnpike engi­ 
neering consultant. 
Second largest engineering bill 
was $70,000,

ald. 
The 
highway 
department 
paid the firm $60,000 
and 
still 
owes it $10,000. That firm made 
traffic-revenue studies

Two anther

paid were $5,600 to the Lee Oil 
and Natural Las Co.

Both firms made soil studies,

Engineers have 
to know the composition of the

The “direct services” include a

who has taught 
25,000 people to rem em ber bet­ 
ter. 
“ With many people, forgetting 
is a kind of escapism ,” he said. 
“ If they are not satisfied in life, 
if they 
are 
discontented 
with 
their m arriage, they want to for­ 
get certain things. And this de­ 
creases their powers of memory 
generally.” 
Dr. Furst is a .specialist in get­ 
ting muscles back on the m em­ 
ory power of people who want to 
rem em ber better. 
“ Most intelligent people have 
the wrong conception of 
mem­ 
ory,” he said. “ They speak of a 
good memory or a bad memory. 
There is no such thing. Every 
person’s memory is good in cer­ 
tain directions and poor in oth­ 
ers.

One of his own mental gymna>- 
tic feats is to glance through a 
deck of card.'- and then repeat 
them aloud in order. He believes 
practically anyone wha will train 
his mind can do the same thing. 
“ William Jam es, the psycholo­ 
gist, once said that people don't 
use one tenth of their real brain 
power,” he remarked. “ I think 
he was correct.” 
The system 
he developed 
is 
now taught in several universi­ 
ties, including Yale and Brooklyn 
College It is built on the princi­ 
ples of concentration, observa­ 
tion and the use of key symbols 
that have a power of association 
with the objects or persons to be 
remembered. His students range 
from housewives to top execu­ 
tives. 
“ The most general complaint 
people make is 
they can’t re­ 
m ember names or faces, and this 
em barrasses them socially or in 
their jobs,” he said. “ But there 
is no reason why 
you cannot 
meet 30 complete strangers at a 
party and afterward recall them 
accurately by name and face.” 
As a m atter of fact, that is one 
of the graduation tests for his 
students after completing his ten- 
week course. 
Dr. Furst, who has a formid­ 
able brow, has developed his own 
memory 
ability 
to 
the 
point 
where he 
has 
trouble 
finding 
anyone to join hun 
in playing 
bridge, one of his hobbies. He 
rem em bers the cards too well, 
The 61-year-old 
memory ex­ 
pert is also a professional graph­ 
ologist, and hypnotist. By mental 
concentration he can increase or 
slow the tempo of his own heart 
beat. 
One of his personal brain exer­ 
cises ii to concentrate his atten­ 
tion for sis minutes on the bare 
head of a pin. Think that is easy 
Try it. 
People, he observed, usually 
concentrate 
their 
memory 
on 
what is closest to their heart. 
Did Dr, Furst ever hear of a 
housewife who forgot her wed­ 
ding anniversary 
“ N ever,” he admitted. “That is 
why more husbands would 
be 
happier 
with a little 
memory 
training.”

The enormous volume of the Lattimore 
hearings before the McCarran Committee 
makes trying and on the whole dull read­ 
ing because the learned professor fights 
the facts and resorts, for page after page, 
to arrogant vituperation. However, it is 
my function to toil through volume after 
volume of hearings to discover w'hat he ac­ 
tually said. 
I find that Lattimore has contradicted 
himself en extraordinary large number of 
times. 
“Asiaticus” is the pseudonym for an im­ 
portant Communist whose relations with 
international Communism have been fully 
established. Robert Morris, counsel for the 
Committee, asked: 
“ Mr. Lattimore, have you testified in ex­ 
ecutive session before this committee that 
you did not know Asiaticus to be a Com­ 
munist and in X,our opinion he was a social- 
nist? 
Mr. Lattimore: “ I believe I did, yes.” 
Lattimore w'as then shown the testimony. 
To that he replied: 
“ Yes, my statement in that testimony 
w'as ‘I didn’t know he was a Communist. 
I would have said, speaking as of the late 
1930’s, that I would have thought he was 
possibly a socialist, but not a Communist.* 
“Mr. Morris. All right. Mr. Lattimore 
did you not testify in executive session be­ 
fore this committee that you did not know 
that Asiaticus wras a Marxist?— 
“ Mr. Lattimore—May I add there that 
this was m a n y years ago, and my memory 
may not have been perfectly accurate. 
Also I would like to add that I certainly 
did not consider myself then and don’t con­ 
sider myself even now' an authority on u'ho 
is a Marxist and who isn t.** 
Lattimore then got into an argument 
about what he knew many years ago, ap­ 
parently forgetting that the record to 
which the Committee counsel referred was 
made on July 13, 1951. Mr. Lattimore did 
not have to go back in his memory to the 
1930 s or even to the 1940’s. The date when 
the statement in conflict was made, under 
oath, was July 13, 1951 and was being ques­ 
tioned on February 29, 1952. 
’We come here to a curious thing. The 
Thud International used to issue a journal 
called “ International Press Correspond­ 
ence,” generally referred to as “ Impre- 
corr.** It wp.s the authoritative paper of the 
Communist movement, affecting all coun­ 
tries in the w'orld. It was issued in several 
languages. No man could possibly have re­ 
garded himself as an expert on China in 
the 1930’s without reading “ Imprecorr” 
closely, because the Communist movement 
in China was a developing public force and 
the best documentation of it was in “ 1m- 
precorr.** I, for instance, subscribed to it 
for many years.

The new drug is known as di- 
oxyllne phosphate. It is not a n a r ­ 
cotic under the law. and also ca r­ 
ries less danger of poisoning by 
overdose. Many patients who cxn- 
not take papaverine take dioxy- 
line phosphate w ithout trouble. 
They can thus use larger doses 
and enjoy greater benefits w ith­ 
out worrying about bad effects. 
Many of the other drugs for 
spasm have the further disad- 


2 vantage of acting like a sedative 
The new drug does not have this 
effect. Besides its relaxing effect 
on the muscles of the blood ves­ 
sels it can be used to relieve 
spasm of other muscles in the 
body.

(In various disorders of the blood 
I vessels. Doctors throughout the 
country are confirming its excel­

ease broke out in 
Mexico,

on it. Little
